Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a plunger 
with a tip having surfaces capable of turning an intrauterine device having a T-body as 
the device is retracted through the tip. The prior art of record does not teach a plunger 
for an IUD Insertion device that includes the combination of a tip having surfaces 
capable of turning an intrauterine device having a T-body as the device is retracted 
through the tip that permits easier insertion of an intrauterine device having a T-body. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
